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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . The amendment filed 21 November 2003 has been entered. 

2. The title has been amended to "Method of screening oxysterol activation of 
LXRct". 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Neither the 
specification nor an ordinary dictionary define the term "human LXRoc" thus the 
Examiner examined the reference indicative of the state of art , Willy et al. At the time 
of the invention, Willy et al. is the only known human LXRct which is supported by 
applicant's argument on page 4 of the Appeal's Brief filed 21 November 2003. Thus, 
the prior art, Hogness et al. does not anticipate the claimed invention because Hogness 
et al. disclose an ecdysone receptor. The prior art Willy et al. does not anticipate the 
claimed invention because Willy et al. used retinoids and did not know the natural ligand 
of the LXRoc which are the oxysterols disclosed in the specification.
